2.4 Data Files. 


a. Introduction . 

This section contains record formats for the files used in the 
system. All files are sequential and do not require direct access stor¬ 
age. 

Two files are used primarily by the system and are called the 
Master and Report Files. The Master File and the Edit/Update input 
transaction file formats are identical and these formats are described 
in the following pages under Master File. The Report File which is the 
output of the Report File Generation program is described under Report 
File. 


All the NFDC files created by NFDCOUT will be compatible with 
the states files.
